MUSIC IN MEDICINE, 


Luerapeutic Value of Selected Com- 
positions Faultlessly Rendered. 


(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.) 

A learned physician, writing upon the 
beneficial results to be derived from ‘‘the 
intelligfent use of music, either vocai or 
instrumental, as a therapeutic adjunct,’ 
adds the wise caution: 

“To be advantageous, the nature of the 
composition must be carefully selected 
with a view to the needs of the indi- 
vidual case, and the execution must 
be as nearly faultless as possibie.”’ 

The latter condition probably would 
not exclude the piano-playing machines, 
which are capable of a quite ‘‘faultless’’ 
execution—within limits. Let it be as- 
sumed, however, that the physician or 
surgeon.or the hospital director is able 
to employ a group of accomp tshed vir- 
tuosi, of impeccable technique. The Sse- 
lecticn of the composition, ‘‘with a view 
to the needs of the individual case,”’ is 
a much more difficult proposition, 

The ailments in which the therapeutic 
‘agency of music is particularly recom- 
| mended are “melancholia, insomnia, hys- 
teria, family affliction, business reverses, 
| pain, fatigue, mental or physical.”” lit is 
| obvious that the same composition is not 
| equally adapted to all of these, nor to 
aan: individual similarly afflicted. The 
music of the popular American or Brit- 
ish “comic opera’ of the present day, 
for example, is evidently diverting to 
many persons, and produces agreeable 
sensations; there are others whom one 
act of it suffices to plunge into the pro- 
foundest melancholy. The physician 
must know the history of his case befure 
he turns to the pianola. 

There is much modern music that 
seems well suited to overcome incomnia. 
With this view, “Parsifal” would be 
an invaluable therapeutic adjunct. Th 
difficulty is In the tendency of modern 
music to “get on the nerves.’’ Thus the 
tone-poems of Richard Strauss might 
prove dangerous to a person with a ten- 
dency to hystegia, except on the homeo- 
pathic principle. For ‘business re- 
verses,’ possibly the music of ‘“Rhein- 
gold” . would, prdye consoling, but the 
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thoughtful selection. Here, perhaps, we 
hag better go back to Gluck. 

When we reach the end of the list, in 
“fatigue, mental or physical,””’ we meet 
the same difficulty with which we start- 
ed, the contrasts of temperament. As 
a general proposition, it is undeniable 
that much of the music that 
most esteemed does, in its restiess an. 
incessant movement, 
physical weariness. It does not always 
follow that this can be cured by a suave 
melody. There are patients who might 
be rested by a sentimental song, whose

City to get the boy. 

Young Putney, for whom the police 
and his relatives have been searching 
from the day after his disappearance, 
was in Kansas City all the time, stopping 
at 62 Walnut street, it is stated. His 
family refused to discuss Stephen’s re- 
turn, saying that his explanation of his 
absence was satisfactory and that they 
desired no more publicity of the affair. 

Young Putney, when he so suddenly 
Wieappeared, had with him jewels valued 
at more than $1,000, but had less than 
$100 in money. 

The story that young Putney was kid- 
naped is discredited by the police. 

Boéy Eniisted in Army. 

Later in the day the seal of silence ad- 
hered to ever since the young man’s dis- 
appearance was broken by Langhorne 
Putney, who said they were going to 
Jefferson barracks to see what could be 
done about getting Stephen Putney dis- 
charged from the army. 

According to the statement made by 
him, Stephen enlisted in the army at 
Kansas City, his size enabling him to pass 
as of the required age without diffi- 
culty.

Declare A., K. and N. Intends Erect- 
ing Fence Along Its Entire Fight 
of Way in West End, There- 
by Obstructing Several © 

Streets—The Petition. 


That the Atlanta. Knoxville and North- 
ern railroad be prohibited from fencing 
up its entire right of way tn West End. 
thereby closing a large number of streets. 
is the burden of a petition to counci) 
filed yesterday by a number of property 
owners in the vicinity of the land pur- 
chased by that railroad. 

The petitioners state that if council per- 
mits this fence to be erected so as to 
inclose all the property of the Atlanta, 
Knoxvijle and Northern, it will close up 
practically the only avenues into the 
city now enjoyed by a large number of 
persons living in the environs of the 
city. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
city and county have spent great sums 
of money in the construction of via- 
ducts, streets, roads and similar means 
of ingress, egress and travel through the 
city, and, it is stated, the crection of a 
fence entirely inclosing the property of 
the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northerr 
would be in direct opposition to all the 


past policy of the city and county gov- | 


ernments. 

The petition, which was filed with City 
Clerk Campbell, is as follows: 

To the Mayor and General Council of 
the City of Atlanta: We respectfully 
submit the closing of all the streets that 
now exist and the closing of the passa- 
bleness of any streets or even pathways 
hereafter by allowing the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad to build a 
fence as contempjated from Cascade ave- 
nue to the chert road. Lee street, a dis- 
tance of about a mile and a half, with 
no openings or passageways, would work 
a hardship on all the peuple in that part 
of the city, and to tnose on the south 


and west sides of said obstruction would | 


almost amount to confiscation, as they 
would be cut off from free access to the 
city. It would compel the going of twice 
the distance to reach tne city. 

The city has spent thousands of dollars 
for viaducts to put the whole city in 
communication, and wisely so. The coun- 
ty has spent large sums of money to 
make the roads mare convenient and the 
routes nearer by ouilding bridges, etc.

Washington, November 25.—The meérf- 
chant marine commission, composed of 
five representatives of each house .of 
congress, resumed fits session’ today. 
Senator Gallinger, the chairman, an- 
nounced that the hearings were about 
concluded, but that the commission had 
thought it proper at this time to invite 
naval and postoffice department officiais 
to be present today, the former to sub- 
mit their opinion of the dé@sirability of a 
merchant marine as auxiliary to the 
navy and the latter to speak of the 
benefits to accrue to the posta] service 
as a reward of an improved merchant 
marine, 

The navy department was represented 
by Secretary Morton, Captain Usher, 
Captain Arthur T. Mahan (retired), Rear 
Admiral Stephen B. Luce (retired), and 
Rear Admiral P. F. Harrington, com. 
mandant of the navy yard at Norfolk. 
Representing the postoffice department 
was W. 8. Shallenburger, second assist- 
ant to the postmaster general; Secretary 
Metcalf, of the department of commerce 
and labor, also was invited to attend 
the hearing. 

Before receiving the views of any of 
the officials named, Representative Par- 
ker, of New Jersey, spoke briefiy, con- 
tending that in order to get Americans 
to go to sea better wages must Le offer- 
ed and that there should be a graded 
service with promotion.

Agitation for Revision. ~ 

Much curiosity is manifested in re. 
publican circles over the attitude of 
President Roosevelt toward the tariff 
question, should he have any recom- 
mendations to make on that head in 
his forthcoming message to congress. 

Mr, Roosevelt is strongly suspected 
of being anything but a hidebound 
stand-patter. Time was, before the 
uctum of the bosses. had gone forth, 
that he coquetted openly with the 
lowa idea. Indeed, some years before 
Mr. Roosevelt figured in yational poli- 
tics, he was known as a veritable 
“blanket Indian” in the republican 
camp on the tariff question. He is 
said to have been a member of an 
Americanized edition of . the Cobder 
Club. in New York, but this was in 
his rash, impetuous youth when he 
was writing strenuous books and 
trying to reform politics. 

Some of the Iowa idea contingent 
within the president’s party have 


elected a democratic governor on a 
straightout reciprocity platform. They 
angue that the administration will 
take the cue and move for sensible 


be exerted within the republican party 
to this end, and it may be that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s old independence of 
character will reassert itself. He is in 
a position now to be pretty independ- 
ent. 

Hon. Eugene Foss. the Boston re- 
publican candidate for congress, who 
fell outside the breast works on élec 
tion day, was in Washington recent- 
ly to urge the president to take up the 
tariff question and recommend recip- 
rocity with Canada, at least, in his 
message to congress.

Canada is buying less of our goods right 
along. It is a fact that at least $100,- 
000,000 of American-money has gone into 
Canada and become invested in manu- 
‘facturing along American lines. This 
shows that we are losing the Canadian 
market by reason of our tariff rates, and 
that Americans are making goods to suit 
the Canaliians in that country. We need 
the raw material of Canada, and we need 
its market for finished products. We 
have had an awful example in our own 
state this year of the need of better mar- 
kets for American goods. I refer to the 
cotton mills strike at Fall River. If 
there hald been an active and increasing 
mairket for American cotton goods the 
strikes would have been settled long ago 
and thoyszands of men would be ¢m- 
ployed.

The Russian Crisis. 


The friends of civil liberty in Rus- 
sia, and they are not by any means 
confined to the so-called revolution- 
ists, have seized upon the opportunitv 
afforded by the disastrous war with 
Japan to boldly demand for the Rus- 
sian masses a representative parlia- 
ment and a constitution which will 
conserve the people’s rights. 

The straits in which the Russian 
government finds itself as the result 
of its ill-advised conflict with Japan 
will make it think twice before it 
tempts a tremendous internal up- 
heaval by impaling the popular mem. 
rial on the bayonet of autocracy. The 
people of Russia, who execrate the 
present war and are being driven into 
tne army like so many helpless cattle, 
are in a\ripe psychic condition for re- 
yolt. Nor do they lack strong, daring, 
tactful leaders. The brains and educa- 
tion of Russia are on the side of the 
downtrodden masses. The universi- 
ties of the empire have long been hot. 
beds of revolution. The really greac 
men of Muscovite birth—the men who 
are masterful by dint of their inherent 
genius and great mental and spiritual 
powers—are praying and working for 
“The New Russia.” 

No greater social and political in- 
congruity was ever presented than 
modern Russia. Governmentally, Rus- 
sia is night—a night of profound 
blackness. Even the czar has no real 
power. He is the irtimidated puppet 
of the most corrupt royal oligarchy 
that ever pillaged a people through 
forms of sovereignty and law. 

The grand dukes rule Russia and 
fatten selfishly by their shameless 
power, but they have shrewd and 
equally unscrupulous advisers and 
confederates not wf princely blood 
who supply what they lack of brain 
and executive ability. 

The ministry is full of Plehves— 
cunning, cruel, self-seeking politicians 
who do the venal and despotic wili 
of their little titled masters withou? 
a twinge of conscience, for they have 
none. Their chief care is to keep 
the Russian masses ignorant, brutish 
and abjectly subservient. A govern- 
ment of Egyptian darkness must have 
its foundation in the depths of human 
misery, superstition and dezradation.

It can 
only survive in its present benighted 
state of luxurious, hollow formalism 
by perpetuating the autocratic pow

bind. 

Russia is crawling her painful way 
to constitutionalism over the dungeon 
floors of a thousand Chillons, and in 
the big empire of governmental] night 
freciom’s fame has found wings 
through ten thousand martyraoms 
Nothing in all history—not even 19 
the history of the French revolution— 
can surpass the sublime spirit of revo- 
lutionary Russia.. Dauntlessly ‘anu 
doggedly it has persevered for genera- 
tions, employing what weapons it 
might, but chiefly the weapon of free 
thought. Hounded and hunted, @ 
price on their heads and the penal 
mines of Siberia yawning for them, 
the consecrated disciples of liberty’s 
glorious propaganda in Russia have 
kept the faith to the end of the mor- 
tal struggle. The revolutionary spirit 
has given Russia a magnificent bree 
of patriots. They have made sacri- 
ficeg that rise to the supreme heights 
of heroism.

Mirsky is minister we know we are safe. 
If he falls, we take our chances, al- 
though we feel sure the government 
would not dare to reverse the policy of 
liberalism which has received such an 
impetus since Von Plehve's death. 

The moment is propitious for conces- 
sions. The government is in a difficult 
position and needs the support and sym- 
pathy of the people. I believe something 
at least will be granted. A free press 
would be the greatest step short of call- 
ing a national assembly. If only the A 
B C’s of the programme are conceded 


the rest of the alphabet will inevitably 
be drawn in their wake. 


It is up to the government. The 
royal family is in anxious counsel. 
The czarina said, when her opinion 
was asked: 

“IT do not want my son dlown wp.” 

It is a critical hour for Russia and 
the world will be much surprised if 
the Russian empire does not emerge 
from its needed period of chastening 
as a constitutional monarchy. 

There 1s but one other alternative— 
revolutionary chaos.

The main argument so far 
advanced against the marriage of male 
teachers, however, is that they do not 
make good husbands. It is said against 
them that they acquire dictatorial hab- 
its, are severe in their demands for im- 
plicit obedience and are entirely unac- 
customed to consider any opinions or 
desires but their own in matters of 
daily walk and conversation. If this dis- 
cussion results in the adoption of rules 
of practice, the effect will be te 
make the teachers’ profession strictly 
celibate. 


There Have Been Greater Landslides. 


(From The Providence Journal.) 

In considerimz for purposes of compar- 
ison the number of electoral] votes which 
President Roosevelt is to have, we shouid 
allow, of course, for the increase in the 
size of the electoral college. It is true 
that he will have the largest number 
ever given to any candidate for his 
office, but others have received a larger 
proportion of the possible total of their 
time. Of the 476 votes this year, the 
president will get, apparently, 72 per 
cent. But of the 349 votes in 1872, Gen- 
eral Grant received 82 per cent; of the 
294 votes in 1868, the same candidate 
received 73 per cent; of the 233 votes 
in 1864, President Lincoln received 91! 
per cent, ang of the 296 votes in 1862, 
Franklin Pierce received 86 per cent. 
On the electoral vote, therefore, there 
have been several worse beaten can- 
didates than Parker, 


Urging Tariff Revision. 


(From The Buffalo Times.) 

Progressive republicans are urging the 
president to abandon the “stand pat” 
policy on the tariff question and call 
an extra session of congress in the 
spring for tariff revision in accordance 
with the needs of the time. Among them 
are Governor Cummings, of lowa, the 
originator and exponent of the “Iowa 
idea;” Senator Hansbough, of North 
Dakota; Governor Van Sant, oP Minne- 
sota, and Eugene N. Foss, of Massa- 
chusetts. Governor Cummins says the 
idea of tariff revision is growing in the 
west, Senator Hansbrough declares .uat 
the present tariff schedules are unsuited 
to present day conditiong Governor 
Van Sant says the people of Minnesota 
are all in favor of tariff revision. Mr. 
Foss says Massachusetts demands both 
tariff revision and reciprocity. 

Along with tariff revision come urg- 
ent demands fur reciprocity, especially 
with Canada. The example of the new 
commercial relations with Cuba under 
reciprocity is held up as the big argu- 
ment today. There has been no injury 
to the beet sugar industry in this coun- 
try, and there has been a most satisfac- 
tory increase in American exports tc 
Cuba. Many of the stable articles of 
American commerce have doubled in 
amount, 


Platt Permanently Deposed. 


(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

It looks as if there might be trouble 
in New York. Governor Odell believes 
that he has the legislature in his grasp, 
and he is not showing any great friend- 
ship for Depew. On the other hand, 
Senator Platt is. Since vuell captured 
the state convention and nominated Hig- 
gins for governor, Odell has had control 
of the republican organization. It may 
be that Platt, who has been sidetracked 
from the leadersh.p by Odell, will make 
his last stand to regain his lost pres- 
tige upon the senatorship and will ap- 
peal to the legislature to stand by 
Depew. Meanwhile Odell does not com. 
mit himself further than to deny that 
he is after the seat himself.

pose of securing the desired results. In 
addition to the lantern, he has devised 
a couple of revolving slides, suspended 
between the lenses. These slides are 
readily removed and replaced for an- 
other of different design. In front of 
the lenses there is a disk of glass for 
directing the rays as desired and also 
an arrangément of prisms to secure 
certain color effects. The revolving glides 
are, as stated, variously marked, and 
they revolve at different speeds, so that 
there is a constantly changing combina- 
tion of light effects. Sometimes color 
is: introduced on the slides, while at 
other times the color is imparted by 
other means; for instance, by the use 
of the prism. 

It is said to be possible to secure a 
(marvelously true imitation of the won- 
‘derful aurora borealis in thig manner. 
i'There jis a kaleidoscopic change of light 
and color going on all the time without 
‘any repetition, one burst of grandeur 
following another, until one really im- 
'agines himself to be on some favored 
position in the far north, watching the 
marvelous play of light which is to be 
seen at certain times of the year. 

To imitate the display which ‘'s seen 
sometimes at the more southern points 
would be an easy affair, but as one goes 
nerth the gorgeousness of the demon- 
stration defiles adequate description.

Can Robins Reason? 


(John Burroughs in Outing.) 

The robin is a very adaptive bird cer- 
tainly, it adjusts itself readily to new 
conditions, but it falls far short of the 
‘intelligence that Is often ascribed to it. 
Thus there are persons who seem to be- 
Heve that when mud ts scarce the robin 
|will bring water in its beak to the dust 
lof the road and so make the mortar that 
lit needs. This notion is, of course, ab- 
isurd. How could the robin know that 
‘water and dust will make mud? This 
‘knowledge is the result of reflection, and 
‘experiment, and is not w'th'n the reach 
of an animal. More than that, if the robin 
eould find the water, he could certainly 
find the mud somewhere. I have seen 
rohins’ nests with little or no mud, and 
TY Have known them, to use a substitute 
for mud furnished by the cows. 

Another equally absurd claim for the 
robin comes from a_ correspondent. A 
vobin had her nest in a tree under his 
chamber window in such a position that 
he could see all that happened in the 
nest. He says that when the young robins 
were nearly grown he saw the mother 
bird take them one by one, by the nape

rim of the mest to teach them to use 
their wings!

Georgia is to Have 
a New Railroad. 


The railroad corporation attorney, Clyde 
I. Brooks, at 508 Gould building, At- 
lanta, drew wp papers today for a 
charter for the Athens, Floral Park and 
Newnan Air Line railway, a line that is 
planned to be built between Athens and 
Newnan, via Monroe, Conyers, Floral 
Park and Fayetteville. In ay interview
